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MARTIN AT MOOSE JAW, 


The Member for Winnipeg on 
Tariff Retorm—Other 
Speakers. 


On Saturday laat Landbills were cir- 
culated announcing thet the Hon. 
Joseph Martin, Liberal member for 
Winnipeg, weuld addreas » meeting of 
the electors of Moose Jaw district on 
Wednesday afteraoon, in the town 
ual, on the subject of Tariff . Retorm: 
On the afternoon named the town hall 
was well filled. J. H. Ross, MW. L. A., 
briefly explained the object of the 
meeting, stating that when he had 
heard that the Hon. Mr. Martin was 
in the Territories, he thought the op- 
portunity a favorable one to have him 
visit Moose Jaw. He then moved 
that His Worship Mayor Guss should 
take the chair. 

‘His Worehip expressed the hope 
that the speakers would be given a 
fair hearing and that good order would 
prevail. He then introcuced the 
speaker of the afternoon. ¢ 

THE HON. MR. MARTIN 


said that the principal question of the 
day was the policy of the Govern:nent 
on the trade question, and no feature 
of the policy was more important to 
the Northwest than that of the tariff. 
Of recent years the charge has been 
made that the Liberals take delight in 
running down the country. 
A. W. Rose was elected as Liberal 
member for Lisgar and afterwards be- 
came a Government supporter, giving 
as hia reason that he had left the Grits 
hecause they were too pessimistic and 
had everything bad and nothing good 
to say about the country. “Let us 
see,” Mr. Martin went on, “what, was 
the condition of «ffairs in 1873 when 
the prevent administration was in op- 
position.” He then quoted Sir John 
Macdonald who said at that time that 
universal distress prevailed and that 
the country was nearly insolvent, 
when, owing to the Liberal policy men 
were out of employment anda con- 
sid rable portion of the population 
wa. drifting over to the United States. 
Mr. Martin read « resolution passed in 
1878 introducing the N. P. in which 
it was claimed that the policy would 
prove a cure-all for the distress of 
the country, and that it would keep 
Canadians at home. 

Mr. Martin had come before the 
people to-duy to ask if

had been fultilled. The last U.S 
censits discloses the fact that 3,000,600 
Canadians were residents in the United 
States. Other resoluvons promised 
that a home market would be obtained. 
The price of wheat would be determined 
in Canada instead of in Livorpuol. It 
was claimed by Liberals that the poticy 
would not bring about prosperity but 
would benefit only a small ciass of the 
population. 

A census was taken shortly after 
the return of the Conservatives to 

wer. In 1881 the population was 
4,324,000. In 1891 it was only 5,852,- 
000. The natural increase in ten yours 
should have added 1,080,000 and the 
Governwent records showed that 900,- 
000 had been brought into the country. 
Instead of showing an increase of two 
millions the census of 1891 showed 
that the population had only increased 
508,000. : 

“Look at the country to-day,” th 
speaker said, “the want of prosperity 
is charyeabie to the Government, at 
least, as uiuch so as in 1873 ; nnd from 
their standpoint, more so. Then there 
was @ great wave ot depression. The 
same causes exist now. But in ’78 the 
Government brouzht forward the Na- 
tional Policy as” remedy for bard 
tune.” Mr. Martin went on to say that 
the people stilt obedientl, support the 
Government. In the Marnine Pro 
vincea where the main industries cre 
agriculture, aining and lumber, and it 
was cauned that Protection would 
greatly benefit them, there has been 
an actual decrease in the population 
and tne leaders of the Government are 
truw these provinces. Winle Canida 
did prosper from '71 to 61, the same

progress of the country was sulstantial 
amd good. He compared the increase 
of population us shown by the census 
of 1881 with that shown by the last 
census. Ontario’s percentage fell froin 
18 6-10 to 9 9-10; Quebec from: 14 to 
9510; Nova Scot from 13 6 10 to 
2 2-10; New Brunswick, which showed 
an inerease in 1881 of 123-10, has 
only inerensed 31 souls. 

The spexker claimed that before the 
introduction of the N. P the manufac- 
tures were, ava rule, Libesals 5 but 
when the Conservatives offered them a 
policy by which they would become 
rich, they changed their politics. 


A GREAT WAVE OF PEELING 


in favor of tariff reform wan sweeping 
over the land, but if the peopie hope to 
obtain it they must send to Ottawa un 
compromising opponents of the govern- 
iment. In the Winnipeg campeign 
Crinpbell was an ardent tariff reforin- 
er. He claimed that he would if 
necessary, vote want of confidence in 
the government if moditications were 
not made. But the ele_to:s refused to 
send his, He was unshle to point 
out what changes he would ask for. 
But however honest Camptell may 
have heen, it was a great undertaking 
to reverse the policy of a government 
If the people wished! to do their part it 
was necessary to send down determined 
opponents of the government in order 
that. its members might understand 
that the peopie were determiuie! to 
have a reversal of that) policy. Had 
Campheil been elected the news would 
have been prochiimed thro: ghout the 
land as a government victory. Toduy 
the government is puzzled. The lead- 
ers are afraid to call the house together 
on account of this ourning question. 

The Libersls propose to so modify 
the tariff that every vestige of protec: 
tion will be taken away. = “Tariff for 
revenue purposes only” is the platform 
of the party. The speaker denounced 
the system of <pccitic duties as it rob- 
bed the poor man and bore lightly on 
the rich. The Liberals proposed to do 
away with <pecitic duties altogether. 
One arguinent he had heard was “If 
the fish tariffis abolished how is the 
revenue going to be raised withoyt 4 
direct tex on lend?’ He said that.it 
woul! be posanle to make very con- 
siderable reductions on commodities 
coming into the country. Tins would 
increase inportatien. At present he 
sail owanufacturers were becoming 
millionaires without contributingto the 
revenue. The manufacterer coltected
